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INTRODUCTION 


The  Tenth  Bulletin  of  North  Carolina  Morbidity  Statistics,  covering  the 
calendar  year  1941,  presents  tabulations  of  the  same  general  type  as  those 
found  in  previous  bulletins. 

In  1941  there  appeared  a marked  increase  in  the  reported  incidence  of 
certain  childhood  diseases.  Chief  among  these  were  German  measles  with 
12,769  in  1941  and  163  in  1940;  measles  with  27,764  in  1941  and  3,685  in 
1940;  and  whooping  cough  with  10,933  in  1941  and  5,500  in  1940.  Poliomye- 
litis also  showed  a sharp  increase  in  reported  cases  for  1941*  There  were 
168  cases  reported  in  1941  as  compared  with  74  in  1940.  These  comparisons 
would  indicate  that  1941  was  definitely  an  epidemic  year  for  the  diseases 
that  follow  a pattern  of  periodic  rise  and  fall  in  the  number  of  annual  case 
reports . 

A considerable  increase  was  noted  in  the  reported  incidence  of  septic 
sore  throat  for  1941.  There  were  139  cases  reported  during  that  year  as 
compared  with  88  reported  in  1940.  An  increase  was  also  noted  in  reported 
tuberculosis  cases,  with  2,425  in  1941  and  2,084  in  1940.  Reported  cases  of 
influenza  in  1941  more  than  doubled  the  number  reported  the  previous  year, 
the  records  showing ' 5 , 837  reported  in  1941  and  2,113  in  1940. 

A very  definite  decrease  appeared  in  the  reported  incidence  of  Vincent’s 
infection  in  1941;  e.g.,  there  were  only  85  cases  reported  in  1941  while  in 

1940  there  were  134  reported.  A decided  decrease  was  seen  in  typhoid  fever 
reporting,  with  only  197  cases  reported  in  1941  as  compared  with  238  in  1940. 
Attention  is  directed  to  the  interesting  and  significant  fact  that  reported 
incidence  of  this  disease  has  declined  steadily  for  the  past  five  years: 

1937  - 493  cases;  1938  - 485  cases;  1939  - 343  cases;  1940  - 238  cases; 

1941  - 197  cases. 

It  is  difficult  to  make  accurate  observations  on  the  sudden  decrease  in 
reported  malaria  cases,  from  629  in  1940  to  237  in  1941.  This  disease  is 
commonly  self- treated,  however,  and  so  we  may  be  reasonably  sure  that  all 
cases  are  not  reported.  Another  factor  which  may  have  influenced  this  trend 
is  the  long-range  control  program  which  is  carried  on  in  North  Carolina 
against  this  disease.  The  237  cases  in  1941  occurred  in  17  counties;  the 
629  in  1940  occurred  in  28  counties. 

It  is  discouraging  to  note  the  marked  increase  in  reported  diphtheria 
cases,  from  1,125  in  1940  to  1,629  in  1941,  for  since  March  1939,  North  Caro- 
lina has  had  a law  requiring  the  immunization  of  all  children  between  the 
ages  of  six  months  and  five  years.  Recently  North  Carolina  received  national 
recognition  for  her  position  as  the  only  state  in  the  United  States  with  a 
general  diphtheria  immunization  law.  Notwithstanding  this  fact,  however,  the 
1941  statistical  record  reveals  504  more  diphtheria  cases  than  were  reported 
the  preceding  year,  clearly  indicating  a lack  of  immunization  of  the  suscep- 
tible child  in  North  Carolina. 

It  is  believed  that  the  decrease  in  reported  incidence  of  syphilis , from 
21,333  in  1940  to  17,560  in  1941,  shows  that  the  patients  now  coming  under 
observation  are  those  who  have  recently  acquired  the  disease,  and  that  the 
reservoir  of  those  with  late  latent  syphilis  is  becoming  exhausted.  The  rise 
in  gonorrhea  reporting,  from  4,594  in  1940  to  5,805  in  1941,  definitely  re- 
flects the  results  of  the  newly  established  gonorrhea  control  program  in 
North  Carolina.
